THEY SAW THE THUGS. 


Two Persons Witnessed the Work 
of Cronin’s Assassins. 


Important Statement Made to the 
Chicago Police To-Day.

The Murderers Seen to Leave the Carlson 
Cottage and Deposit the Corpse in the 
Sewer— Why the Witness Was So Tardy in 
Telling His Story—Will Kaow the Mur- 
derers When Brought to Face Them— 
The Indentification of Burke Complete— 
Martinsen, the Expressman, lKeadily 
Picks Him Out From a Line of Fifty-Two 
Men— The Special Grand-Jury Closing the 
Investigation—Hallagh, the New York 
Suicide. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—A man who claims to be 
an important witness in the Cronin case 
turned up last night. He is George E. Brooks, 
a news agent running on one of the railroads 
coming in at the Union Depot. Brooks, who 
isasmall man about 28 years old, is intelli- 
gent looking and a good talker. His story is 
to the effect that on the night of May 4 he was 
driving in Lakeview with his sweetheart, and 
that happening along Ashland avenue he saw 
three men loading thetrunk in the wagon 
at the Carlson cottage, and that about 
half an hour later he saw the 
same men dumping the contents ofthe trunk 
into the catch basin in which the body of Dr. 
Cronin was found. He also says that he saw 
the men distinctly and that he will be able to 
identify them, and that his female companion 
also saw them and that she too will be able to 
identify them. He is ready te produce the 
young woman as soon as the authorities want 
her. Brooks’ explanation of his failure to tell 
his story before is that he was afraid of losing 
his life, as he believed the men concerned in 
the murder were so desperate they would 
kill any one who they thought might 
turn up as a witness against them. He said 
the knowledge he possessed had so weighed 
on his mind that he could not keep it to him- 
self any longer and, believing it was a duty he 
owed himself andthe community, he had at 
last decided to tell all he had seen. He first 
stipulated that he be given protection. This 
was promised him. Brooks told his story to 
Chief Hubbard, with whom he was closeted 
for over two hours late last night. He de- 
scribed the three men whom he saw, and his 
description of une of them is said to fit athe,

Martinsen Identifies Destin. 


CHICAGO, III., June 22.—Martin Burke, the 
Winnipeg suspect, has been positively iden- 
tified as one of the Williams brothers, who are 
credited with being Dr. Cronin’s slayers. The 


person whothus identifies Burke is the ex- 
pressman who was employed by one of the 
Williams to convey the furniture to the cot- 
tage. News of the indentification of Burke,and 
the circumstances under which Bur Ke 
was seen by the expressman at Winnipeg was 
received last night in a message to Chief of 
Police Hubbard from a Chicago officer at Win- 
nipeg, as follows: 

**WINNIPEG, June 21.—Martinsen, the ex- 
pressman, instantly and fuliy identified 
Burke, picking him out of fftv-two men 
drawn up in a line in the jail yard in the pres- 
ence of Burke’s lawyer. Wire instructions.’’ 

Chief Hubbard replied that the extradition 
papers for Burke were now en route and 
would be pushed forward with all speed pos- 
sible. 


The Investigation About Closed. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—The proceedings of yes- 
terday closed the investigations of the Grand- 
jury in the Cronin case for the time being, and 
the jury will proceed to the consideration of 
the common ‘jail cases. The Cronin case, how- 
ever, will be kept open to give the police an 
opportunity to pursue their investigaj;ions, 
and as witnesses are produced from time to 
time, theirtestimony will be heard by the 
jury and filed with the vast volume of evi- 
dence already adduced.

No. 3 on the list of First Lieutenants in this 
regiment for promotion has caused certain 
officers to think that the retirement was made 
in his interest, but this is unjust, as the 
selection was made in accordance with a well 
defined policy which is generally popular 
with army officers. 

Secretary Proctor and the Commanding 
General are now wrestling with the assign- 
ment of the West Point cadets. The task 
would not be a very difficult one if it were 
possible to carry out the wishes of ail the 
cadets concerned but as there are numerous 
requests for the same places and a powerful 
amount ot influence behind each man who 
wants the choice places the work is neither 
desirable nor pleasant.

ELECTRIC WIRES UNDER GROUND. 

I believe the time has come when some prac- 
tical method for placing electric wires under 
ground be devised. At least should the busi- 
ness portion of the city be freed as soon as 
possible from the unsightly net-work that 
now obstructs and mars the 8 thor- 
oughfares. Other large cities have taken the 
initiative in this direction, and as far as I can 
learn, with perfect satisfaction.

FINANCES. 

The financial condition ofthecity is in the 
highest degree satisfactory, as is more fully 
set forth in the detailed report of the Comp-

the fiscal year including balance April 10, 1888,

The condition ofthe city treasury is thus 
summarized: The balance atthe close of the 
fiscal year was $2,595,379.86. aceme the 
aggregate of uncollected special tax bills for 
street openings, street sprinkling and chang- 
ing the rade of Laclede avenue ($246,523.72) 
shows the total resources of the treasury 
at the close of the fiscal year 

2,841,903. 58. After deducting the lia- 
bilities (except the bonded debt), consisting 
of unexpended balances of special funds ($44,- 
023.45), the unexpended balances of appro- 
priations * 8 pe work and other special 
objects ($1,817,048.90), and unpaid Auditor’s 
warrants ($190,008.76), there remains an unap- 
propriated surplus of $790,822.47, belonging to 
the several revenue funds as follows:

In addition to the amount ($77,999.82) set 
apart for improvements, alterations and re- 
pairs of buildings used for hospital and poor- 
house purposes, there was appropriated b 
the general supplementary appropriation bill 
the sum of $100,000 for the purpose of provid- 
ing an addition to the Insane Asylum; butno 
ordinance having been passed directing steps 
to be taken toward the erection of the addi- 
tion, the money reverted to municipal reve- 
nue, and forms part of the unappropriated 
balance of $204,616.90 above set forth. There 
has been a reduction in the bonded debt, 
which, on April 10, 1888, the beginning of the 
fiscal year, was $22,045,000, including 
the $1,628,900 of matured bonds of 
1887-88 paid out means temporarily 
advanced from the treasury. At the 
close of the fiscal year the bonded debt 
amonnted to $21,926,100, showing a decrease of 
$118,900 during the fiscal year. Of this amount 
$37,900 was retired by the operation of the 
Sinking Fund, and the remainder by the pre- 
mium on bonds sold. , 

The Sinking Fund had a balance of $12,163.88 
available for the purchase of bonds, but the 
city’s securities were too high to justify an in- 
vestment, since the bank’s rate of interest on 
the city’s deposits yielded, for the time be- 
ing, a better return on the money. 

If the investment could have been made the 
reduction in the bonded debt during the year 
would have been about $131,000 instead of 
$118,900. Bonds falling due to the amount of 
$2,038,000 were paid at maturity out of the pro- 
ceeds of sales of renewal bonds. During the 
year renewal bonds aggregatiug $3,585,900 were 
sold upon most favorable terms, the total 
amount realized being $38,666,867.13. Of these 
renewal bonds sold $1,600,900 were required to 
cover bonds which matured during the fiscal 
year 1887-88, and the remainder $1,985,000 to 
cover the maturities ($2,038,000) of the fiscal 
year 1888-89.

The Comptroller’s estimates of resources 
and requirements for the current year ure set 
forth at large. The resources of ‘‘Interest and 
Public Debt Revenue“ are estimated at $1,343, - 
566.20. The amounts required for interest on 
the bonded debt, the annual appropriation 
for the sinking fund and for judgments and 
costs in cases where cause of action existed 
prior to the adoption of the constitution and 
charter, aggregate $1,241,000, leaving an esti- 
mated surpius of resources over requirements 
amounting to $102,566.20; but asthe tax levy

The amount available for general municipal 
parposes is estimated by the Cowptroller at 

, 848,601.52, and the requirements for general 
expenses, ra! prow to ‘‘Municipal Re- 
venue, at , 391,029.53.

$277,582; for additions, alterations and better- 
ments at the eleemosynary institutions the 
Comptroller recommends appropriations ag- 
gregating $145,950, to meet only the most im- 

erative necessities in the direction of rellev- 
ng the over-crowded condition of the lustitu- 
tions provided for. He also recommends an 
appropriation of $35,334 for additions, altera- 
tions and repairgat the Work-bouse, House 
of Refuge, Jail and Morgue. 

The Comptroller @stimates the resources of 
‘*Water-works Revenue’’ available for appro- 
priation at 51,848, 707. 59. There will be re- 
quired for opefating expenses and cost of col- 
lecting the revenue ghe sum of $363,500, For 
water- pipe and laying same the sum of $60,000 
is provided, and the remainder of the re- 
sources of this fund is available for extension 
purposes. It is believed that the increase in 
water-rate collections will assure the neces- 
sary funde for extension as rapidly as the 
work progresses. 

The resources of the harbor fund are esti- 
mated at $79,825.86. The estimated require- 
ments for expenses and maintenance are 
$05,145. No new work on the wharf is contem- 
plated to be done this fiscal year. The bonds 
maturing dur the year aggregate 
$328,000, of which sum the sinking fund will

The Commissioner animadverts upon the 
use of fire plugs for filling street sprinkling 
carts, and contends that upon the assurance 
of the success of general street sprinkling a 
set of special sprinkling plugs should be de- 
vised and put In. 

During the year twenty-two miles of pipe 
have been added to the distribution system of 
the Water-works, making the total amount of 
pipe in service 336,09 miles. 

WATER RATES. 

The report of the Assessor and Collector of 
Water Rates exhibits an increase in collections 
of $32,714.07 as compared witn the previous 
year. There was a loss of nearly $13,000 in re- 
ceipta from sprinkling, this being dué to the 
fact that the past year was the first in which 
water was furnished gratuitously for public 
sprinkling during the entireseason. The ex- 
penditures of the department were $51,024.06, 
the total collections $952,689.25. 

The disbursement of the department aggre- 
gated $1,441,693.89, an excess of $445,000 as 
compared with the expenditures of the pre- 
vious year. The excess is chiefly due to the 
increased amount of labor performed in con- 
structing and reconstructing streets and to the 
construction of the Grand avenue bridge. 
Additional expense incurred in street 
sprinkling and cleaning also con- 
tribute to the comparative excess. 
The total mileage of reconstructed streets has 
been increased to 48.57 miles, viz.: granite 
Pavement, 39.86 miles; asphaltum, 3.9, and 
wooden block pavements, 5.26 miles. The ag- 
gregate cost of reconstructed streets with 
granite since 1869 and with asphaitum .and 
wooden blocks since 188 has been F, 239, 
799.15, of which sum the city has contributed 
$308,398.27 and the remainder paid by the 
abutting property. The net cost of repairing 
and maintaining over thirty-nine miles of gran- 
ite pavement during the year has been $11,- 
518.68, equal to about 17 cents a square. The 
maintenance of the asphaltum and 
wooden block pavements is eftected by 
contract and „788. 11 was expended in 
that behalf during the year. The department 
expended 388, 428. 01 for manual labor in street 
cleaning, and to this sam must be added 
$47.482.35 as the cost of cleaning, by machine, 
the streets paved with asphaltum, granite and 
wood blocks. The net cost of last year’s 
street sprinkling was $155,934.66. The number 
of gas and gasoline street lamps at the close 
of the last fiscal year was 9,593, and there were 
added during the year 381. The aggregate 
cost of gas lighting was $289,508.17, and of 
maintaining gasoline lamps, $24,090.59. 

The year’s expenditures classed as for new 
public sewer work aggregated $101,324.07. The 
length of public sewer constructed was 10, 391 
feet, and adding 3,695 feet constructed as 
private sewer and adopted as public, a total 
increase of length 14,086 feet, or 2.668 miles, is 
shown. District sewers were constructed in 
twenty-six districts and adopted in one, 
making a total of 138,020 feet at a certified cost 
of $307,019.42, the larger portion being ex- 
pended for Vandeventer avenuedistrict. The 
average tax per 100 square feet was $1,405, 
ranging from $0.350 to $2.168 per square. Pub- 
lic sewer work aggregating $106,000 is recom- 
mended by the Commissioner for the current 
year. ‘

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The loss of property by fire during the year 
aggregated $1,225,739, and the net expend- 
itures of the department.were $459,514.74. The 
present equipage consists of 383 steam fire en- 
gines, 5 chemical engines, 35 hose carriages, 
9 hook and ladder apparatuses, 6 fuel wagons, 
ltool wagon, 4 hauling wagens, 9 officers’ 
vehicles, 191 horses and 41,000 feet of hose. 
Eight officers and 351 men compose the avail- 
able force. 

BUIDING DEPARTMENT. 

Brick buildings to the number of 1,929 were 
erected at a cost of $7,253,443 and 733 frame 
structures valued at $556,155. These, with en- 
largements and improvements of existing 
buildings, increase the estimated outlay 
during the year to $8,638,601. But it is urged 
that under-valiuations so largely prevail in 
procuring building permits that the true 
value of the improvements in question ex 
ceeds the preliminary estimate of cost by 
builders by at least one-third. 

BOILER INSPECTOR. 

The report of this department shows 1,150 
boilers inspected as against 1,630 during the 
previous year. The Board of Engineers 11 
censed 1,026 engineers, rejecting 187 who ap- 
plied for license. Ten boilers were con- 
demned as unsafe. The earnings of the of- 
fice were $7,515 and the expenses were $5,916. 

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

During the fiscal year the Inspector turned 
intothe treasury fees aggregating $8,615.95, 
his expenses for the same period being 36, 
568 7. 

FIRE AND POLICE TELEGRAPH. 

The expenses of maintenance of this de- 
partment during the vear was $25,217.28 and 
to this sum was added $4,549.50 for extension 
and improvements of the system. The fire 
and police wires have been extended, making 
atotal mileage in operation of 869 miles with 
483 fire alarm boxes, 166 patrol boxes and 259 
telephones. The total number of alarms 
given was 924. 

HOUSE OF REFUGE. 

The expenditures of this institution during 
the year were 839.858. 77 and the earnings of 
the shops, $4,462.90, On April 9. 1888, there 
were 250 inmates,of whom 193 were boys and 57 
girls, and on April 9, 1889, the number had in- 
creased to 255, of whom 196 are boys. 

CORONER'S OFFICE AND MORGUE. 

Inquests to the number of 720 were held dur- 
ing the year, a decrease of 162 as compared 
with last year. The disbursements of the 
office aggregated $11,000 and the collections

Mr. Townsend notified the managers of the 
Bethel a week or so ago that he would 
be pleased to have the members of the 
Sunday-school visit him to-day at his home in 
Kirkwood, and that he would provide free 
transportation for all who would attend, and 
see to it that they spentthe day in an enjoy- 
able manner. The kind invitation was gladly 
accepted, and the youngand adult members 
of the Bethel School assembled at the Union 
Depot this morning to enjoy the pleasure 80 
generously proyided.

PROTECTIVE ABSURDITY. 

The protective system as applied to 
labor is placed in a queer light by the case 
of the Catholic University of America. 

The faculty of this institution, desiring 
to secure learned professors of theology 
from Europe, submitted the question 
whether it would be lawful to do so to the 
Treasury Department. The Solicitor of 
the Treasury made answer that the im- 
portation of the professors under any 
contract, express or implied, would be @ 
violation of the alien contractlaw. The 
question will now be submitted to the 
Attorney-General for final decision. 

Of course, a decision against this faculty 
will amount practically to a decision that 
no professors, no inventors, no preacher, 
no teacher of useful arts, nor any eminent 
scientist, engineer or adept in mechanics 
can be obtained from another country by 
citizens of this country for any purpose 
whatsoever. In other words the most en- 
lightened and progressive country in 
the world voluntarily shuts itself 
off from all the advantages of 
instruction from aliens whose ability, 
study and research make them leaders 
and teachers of art, science or philosophy. 
This is done in order that their superior 
knowledge may not interfere with the sale 
of inferior knowledge by American citi- 
zens. A high fence studded with pikes is 
built around the land in order that no 
superior knowledge may creep in, and in 
order that our own students, inventors 
and investigators may rise to the level of 
outside competitors without suffering 
competition. It is like insisting that a 
child shall learn to swim without going 
into the water. We place an embargo on 
ability and attainments which will add to 
our own wealth of capacity and accom- 
plishments. 

This appears to be the reduction to an 
absurdity of the protective principle. But 
it is no more absurd than the law out of 
which this rises and which prevents a 
manufacturer obtaining machinery and 
new mdaterials where they are cheapest 
and best, or a consumer obtaining com- 


pocketbook. 8

Wm. Bersch & Son Expelled Arbitrarily for 
Cutting a Rate in Meeting Non-Board 
Competition—President Waterworth De- 
finesthe Board’s Action as a Domestic 
Matter of No Public Importance“ — Mr.

EGAL questions 
surround the St. 
Louis Board of Fire 
Underwriters, and 
threaten its exist- 
ence so much as to 
make its members 
2 * very touchy when- 
ever the new anti- 
trust law is men- 
tioned, but the 
board has not for 
that reason relent- 
ed in the least in 
its enforcement of 
as its rules and its 
control of the in- 
surance business ofthe city. This is shown 
by a notice sent outto the effect that Wm. 
Bersch & Son, doing business on North Third 
street, are no longer member of the board, 
the board having formally decided to drop 
them. This action was taken several 
days ago, and extra precautions were taken to 
prevent any information of it becoming pub- 
lic. These precautions were much greater 
eventhan those generally taken, and they 
are in all cases very strict, as the board gives 
outno information whatever, except that 
routine business only was transacted, of no 
interest to the public.’’ The object seems in 
fact to give the public a chance to forget that 
there is acombination of insurance compa- 
nies andagents, formed and maintained for 
the purpose of 
FIXING AND ENFORCING RATES 
on all classes of insurance risks in the city of 
St. Louis. The only means outsiders have of 
securing information as to any action that has 
been taken by the board is to secure one of 
the circulars issued after the meetings, and in 
securing them accident must be a principal 
assistant, as they are very closely guarded 
and the members of the board ex- 
tremely loyal on the outside, though 
it is said they are very discordant 
when locked up together in their private 
assembly room in the Gay Building. These 
circulars are printed regularly after each 
meeting, whether the meeting is a special one 
or one provided for by the constitution. They 
contain in brief, and often in such slender 
outline that they can only be translated by 
one experienced in them, a report of the 
actions taken by the board in session. They 
are generally printed in type, and every 
care taken that a proof or a spoiled sheet 
shall not fall into the hands of the curious. 
They are then generally delivered by mes- 
senger, to the underwriter and not to his 
clerk, and once in his bands the underwriter 
is responsible for keeping itfrom the public. 
If one happens to blow out of a window, and 
in that way secrets are betrayed, he 
is heid responsible and charges preferred 
against him atthe first opportunity. Such is 
the closeness with which the business of the 
Board of Fire Underwriters is hedged.

The 
business is easily handled, the losses are few 
and small, and the ratio of profit is, of course, 
much larger than in big risks, where there are 
greater dangers of fire and smaller opper- 
tunit cut down 9 loss.

NO ASSISTANCE TO MEET COMPETITION 
from the board. If a non-board agent came 
along and offered a one-half rate to secure 
risks we had held for years the board 
would not allow us to meet 
it in any way, and we simply had togrin and 
bear it, as the board’s rules and rulings are 
the most arbitrary of any known. Just such 
a case happened, and it is responsible for our 
being expelled. We had one of the best risxs 
in the city, one of the brightest of all the gilt- 
edged, and on its expiration were 
confronted by an offer from a non 
board agent to take the risk at 
75. We had held it for a long time 
at the board rate,1.15, and we could not afford 
to love it, even if we bad to take it at.that kind 
ot a reduction. So we took it at .75, without 
applying to the board, as we had had experi- 
ence with the arbitrariness of the combine. 
The board officers discovered what we had 
done and we were atonce notified that charges 
had been preferred against us. Knowing there 
was no hope for us in any event we simply al- 
lowed the case 

TO GO BY DEFAULT, 

with the result that we were found guilty and 
expelled. The board, however, departed 
from its rules, which provide that whenever 
charges are preferred against a member he 
must deposit $50 with the treasurer. This is 
on the supposition that he is gullty. and it 
remains with himto prove himself innocent 
before the money is returned. The trial 
is before a committee of three mem- 
bers, one of whom is selected by 
the board, and another by the accused, these 
two deciding upon the third member. In our 
case we simply paid no attention to the not 
fication that charges had been preferred 
against us, and that we had the privilege of 
naming one member of a committee of three 
before whom we could appear for trial. The 
result, however, would have been the same 
had we appeared. 

NO EXCUSE OF COMPETITION

be the same old arbitrary one returned in the

What is the meaning of the closing sen- 
tence inthe board’s announcement of your

New Haven (Conn.) Bonds.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 22.—The sale at 
low figures of the $700,000 of the 3% per cent 
town bonds issued by New Haven to take up 
the same amount of Air Line Railroad bonds 
occasions considerable discussion in local 
financial circles. Financiers are unable to 
explain why they brought no better figures. 


They were sold as follows: To Daniel Trow- 
bridge, trustee, $60,000 at 103 51; $50,000 at 
104.01, $50,000 at 104.51 and $50,000 at 105.01; to 
C. E. Jackson & Oo. of New York, $500,000 ata 
premium of 1.52. 

The award of the $200,000 lot was made at a 
premium that willnet the town about s per 
cent, that is, the premium will cut down the 
interest, so that the town will really pay only 
Sper cent. Local finauciers, however, are 
dissatisfied with the premium obtained for the 
half million lot, In their = a premium 
three times as large should have been paid. 
One of them expressed a quite general 
feeling when he said: The bonds should 
have been marketed at 8 per cent net. 
Why, Hartford has done even better with 
baving sold her 8 per cents at a fraction above 

ar. ew Haven should have beaten this. 

e owe less than Hartford and should be able 
to float a loan better. The bonds should have 
been well advertised in Boston and New York. 
Possibly they were, but there were some New 
York bankers who did not see the advertise- 
ment. I can’t see for the life of me y they 
did not sell better. Government 4 cents 
are quoted at 130 and pay 4 per cent, and the 
town at this favorable time should have 
floated the entire issue at 8 per cent.’’ Itis 
claimed for the ‘Selectmen that the bonds 
were properly advertised. .

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., June 22.—While the 
judge and lawyers were discussing the ques- 
tion of a continuation of the case of Tom Hud- 
kins, the notorious railroad wrecker, at 
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supersedeas, which will be served to-day, re- 
straining the execution of the order made by 
Judge Phillips at Hillsboro, on Thursday, 
placing the road in the hands of Mr. Lawrence 
of this city as Receiver, for failure to pay 
damages awarded to ex-State Senator South- 
worth for personal injuries received in March, 
1887. The controverted point of this case is 
that while Southworth was a member of the 
Legislature he was riding over the road upon 
a pass with the usual conditions on the back 
agreed to by him if writing, and was injured 
by the train jumping the track at Virden, III., 
while racing with a train of a parallel road. 
The lower court held the Jacksonville South- 
eastern Railroad criminally careless in the 
conduct of its road and awarded damages of 
$6,500. The galiroad company now take the 
case to the higher court and urge the point 
that as Southworth was riding ona pass, and 
bad relieved them of liability for personal in- 
jury in accepting the same, he cannot re- 
cover of the company. The case will be heard 
at the November term,and its decision is 
watched with considerable interest in railroad 
circles. 


Railway Development in Canada.

OTTAWA, June 22.— Additional interest has 
deen drawn to Dominion railways through the 
recent order of the Treasury Department at 
Washington in refusing to allow the trans- 
port, in bond, of goods going from one Cana- 
dian port to another over the Short Line Rall - 
way, recently constructed by the Cana- 
dian Pacific to 8t. John, New Brunswick, 


throughthe State of Maine. The Govern- 
ment here contend that under section 
29 of the Washington treaty this privilege was 
conceded to Canada as regards the transport 
in bond over all American railways, which 
privilege the Dominion now enjoys except in 
the case cited above, The manner in which 
railway construction has been pushed for- 
ward in Canada during the past eight years, is 
probably without parallel in the history of 
„ country of its population. 

he annual report of the Minister of Rall - 
ways, recently issued, furnishes some inter- 
esting facts on this point. 

In 1880 the total paid up capital of the rail- 
ways of Canada amounted to 871,061, 193, hav- 
ing increased in 1888 to $727, 181, 448, an increase 
of j cent. While there was 
this increase in paid up 
capital increase in net earnings 
was only 76 per cent. Comparing 1880 with 
1888 operating expenses increased from $16,- 
840,715 to $30,652,046, or 82 per cent, while gross 
earnings increased from $23,361,447 to $42,159, - 
152, or 80 per cent. The total miles of 
railway completed increased from 7,229 
miles to 12,701 miles, or 74 per cent, 
and the mileage run by trains from 22,427,449 | 
to 37,391,206 miles, or 66 per cent. The total 
number of passengers carried increased from 
10,363,684 to 11,416,791, — only 10 per cent, 
while freight traffic increaSed from 9,938,856 to 
17,172,759 tons, or Tl percent. Up tothe pres- 
ent time the Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
ernments have, in assisting or aiding railway 
construction, paidin the way of bonuses o 
loans $155,]98,304 to the several com- 
Panies now operating in the 
Dominion. This is independent 
of the several appropriations made by VParlia- 
ment since 1882, by which all new companies 
since that date are recelving a subsidy rang - 
ing from $1,600 to $6,400 per mile. In the ag- 
gregate the railway subsidy rates under this 
arrangement had, up to last session, reached 
$14 , 006 , 736.

oods in bond through Maine, that he 

s determined in every possible way to en- 
courage and aid railway construction 
throughout the dominion to secure to Canada 
independent lines, that they may not have to 
rely upon caprices of the executive at Wash- 
ington, at whose mercy the people of Canada 
have hitherto been.

The Grand Trunk, however, has expressed its 
willingness to cease paying any mileage 
allowance on such cars, an it is 
believed that this vestion can be 
amicably adjusted. he meetin of 
the Western roads will precede the Trunk Line 
meeting of Wednesday for the purpose of ar- 
ranging a presentation of several matters for 
the consideration of the Eastern Presidents. 
It is doubtful if any action will De taken with 
regard to Commissioner Fink’s resignation, 
except to arrange for the conduct of business 
in his absence.

LEXINGTON COAL CASES. 


The Real Owner of the Mines—How the Bolen 
Co. Can Undersell Competitors. 


KANSAS City, Mo., June 2.—Yesterday’s | 
session of the State Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners was the most interesting held 
since the beginning of the inquiry into the 
Lexington coal cases. The monotony was 
broken by the appearance of 8. H. H. Clark, 
First Vice-President and General Manager of 
the Missouri Pacific Railway Co., and he ad- 


mitted that the railroad com any was the real 
owner of the Lexington Coal Co.’s mines, and 
that he wasa director of the coal company. 
The examination of the Superintendent of the 
Lexington Co.’s mines was resumed when the 
board reconvened this morning. 

The Commissioners ruled that the books of 
the coal company should be produced, and 
considerable time was consumed in an exami- 
nation of the various ledgers. These books 
showed the number of cars demanded by each 
coal company as well as the number — 
to the different shippers. The entries dis- 
closed the fact that the Lexington Coal Co. 
and the Bolen Coal Co, were furuished all the 
carsthey wanted, while the other companies 
could getnocars. During one period of ten 
days the Sewell company could not get a sin- 
gie ear, while the books showed that during 
that same period there was a surplus of from 
three to ten cars per day at the Bolen compa- 
ny's and the Lexington company’s mines. 

H. H. Clark then took the stand. He 
testified that he was an official of the Missouri 
Pacific Rallway, and also a director of the 
Lexington Coal Co. In order to be elected a 
director a share of stock in the coal company 
had been assigned to him without considera- 
tion. ‘He kept it about ten days and retrans- 
ferred it in blank to the Missouri Pacifie Rail- 
way Co. without consideration. In the inter- 
val, however, he had been elected a director 
ofthe coal company. In reply to a question 
by Atterney Brown, as to whether he knew 
that ne was acting contrary to law, Mr. Clark 
refused to answer, and was sustained by the 
Commissioners. 

C. G. Warner, Auditor of the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railway, the next witness, testified that 
he was also Auditor of the Lexington Coal Co., 
and of allother mining properties owned by 
the Missouri Pacific. He said that, practically, 
all of the Lexington company’s stock was 
owned 1 railroad company. He iy mom 
the coal business as-one of the regular depart- 
ments of the road, just as much as the freight 
traffic. He further testified that the cost of 
coal at the mines was $1.40 per ton, and that it 
was hauled to Kansas City for 65 cents a ton, 
making the total cost $2.05 per ton. In ex- 
planation of how the Bolen Coal Co. was abie 
to sell coal for $2 per ton, he said it was be- 
cause the Bolen was allowed a rebate of 65 
—— a ton, which other dealers did not re- 
ceive. 


GOING OVER THE FALLS, 


A Daring Mariner Who Proposes to Pass 
the Niagara Horseshoe.

NIAGARA FALLS. June 22.—Carlisie D. Gra- 
ham, the man who robbed the whirlpool 
rapids of its death-dealing notoriety by con- 
structing a boat that passed in safety through 
the mad’ ning waters of the gorge will, during 
July, make an attempt which will eitper 
eclipse all other performances at Niagara or 
result in death. He proposesto go over the 


Horseshoe Falls and take the chances of being 
dashed to death on the rocks, suffocated by 
submersion in the undertow or coming out 
alive. This is a feat that never yet has been 
performed in safety, nor has it ever been 
attempted, for heretofore all have looked 
upon itassure death. But to go into the up- 
per rapids, pass down theriver to the brink 
of the Horseshoe Falls, drop the distance of 
nearly 200 feet to the tempestuous torrent un- 
derneath and come out alive is Graham’s am- 
bition. Thecraftin which he will endeavor 
to do this is named the ‘‘World,’’ and is 1l& 
feet long and is shaped something like a cigar 
ortorpedo boat. Amidships it is 40 inches 
in diameter and at the ends 19. The center 
compartment can hold two persons, but they 
would be crowded closely together, for the 
space is only 43 by 40 inches and the paddle- 
wheels on the sides and steering apparatus 
have to be worked from within. The side- 
wheels work together or separately, so that if 
the steering apparatus breaks. sage | can be 
used toturn the boat’s course, ut there 
will not be much chance to do any navigating 
in the twenty-mile-an-hour rapids.

Anxiety Felt by the People of Boynton and 
Dover, N. H. 


LAKE HOPATONG, N. J., June 2.— Cons ider - 
able anxiety is felt by the people of Stanhope, 
Boynton and Dover in this State about the 
condition of the dam at the outlet 
of Lake Hopatong. Sincethe heavy rains of 
afew days ago experts have been examining 
thedam. Lake Hopatong is over tnree times 
as large as Conemaugh Lake, being nearly 
ten miles long with an average width of three 
quarters of a mile, while in some places it has 
been sounded to the depth of 150 feet.

Mrs. Wyndham Lewis, who was alt- 
ting there, attempted to cheer him and raise 
his hopes; but finding that course unsuccess- 
ful,sheitook Conservative agent aside and, giy- 
ing bim a large sum of money, said: ‘‘Spend 
that, aud more if you want it—all that is neces- 
sary, but Mr. Disraell must be returned.

NOT AFRAID OF A MAD DOG. 


Men Who Are Willing to Chance Hydropho-

SEDALIA, Mo., June 22.—The mad dog and 
mad stone subject has about exhausted itself 
here and created a laugh at the expense of Dr. 
Ed N. Small, Chief Surgeon of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas hospital system. A few days 
ago he laughingly offered a reward of $500 to 


any one owning a so-called mad stone who 
would be bitten by one of his dogs, then 
afflicted with the rabies, little thinking that 
it would be accepted.

Twice he has lowered the 
colors of Proctor Knott, Kentucky’s pride, 
and as he is said to be in excel- 
lent trim there is no reason why he 
should not sell wellinthe pools. Spokane 
is certainly a wonderful colt, and the horse 
that beats him will have to stretch himself. 
He will be ridden by Tom Kiley, who twice 
piloted him to victory over the Kentucky. 
Proctor Knott, Spokane’s old rival, is said 
to be out of shape, but despite this assertion 
he is being backed heavily to win, and 
in somo books the odds agalnst 
him are as short as they are on the 
Montana wonder. Sam Bryant, Knott's 
owner, asserts the big gelding has not entirely 
recovered from bis late attaek of sickness 
and that he is in no condition for arace. The 
very fact that be states this makes some men 
back. the son of Luke Blackburn with 
more confidence, believing that his 
owner thinks he can win, but 
in endeavoring to frighten off the 
public from betting on him so he can secure 
better odds againstthe colt. Fitzpatrick will 
have the mount on the big gelding and for the 
first time this season the horse will have a 
jockey who can ride him. Fitzpatrick can hold 
bim in, which is more than the lightweight 
jockey who was formerly up on him 
could do. Still horses, even when 
held in, sometimes fight so hard for 
their head that they really tire them- 


selves as much asif given their way and per- 
mitted to run until they have pumped them- 
selyesout. If Knott is in good condition, with 
Fitzpatrick, who is a dare-devil rider, up, he 
should certainly be in the race. The remark- 
able form which he showed as a 2 year-old 
and his fine run at Nashville early 
this spring, when his neck had to 
be almost doubled to enable his 
stable companion, Come-to-Taw, to win, 
make the betting public cling affectionately to 
the Kentucky colt. Come-to-Taw may also 
start in the race to-day, but he will have no 
chance against the cracks entered against 
him, and his only service could be to assist 
Knott by making the pace and pumping out 
some of the oiher horses. There are too many 
cracks in, however,for even this to be worked 
very successfully. It was stated in Chicago 
to-day that Bryant had all his money up on 
Knott. 

A horse that Is well thought of is Don Jose, 
Mr. Theo. Winter's crack, who won so easily 
at the St. Louis meeting. He has never been 
put to a proper test, however, as he had 
nothing here to beat except third-rate horses, 
but he won from them under a strong pull. 
Before coming here he ran second to The 
Czar, his lately declared stable compan. 
ion, in California, and it is as- 
serted by some that he was held in 
to enable The Czar to win. The general 
opinion, however, is that the latter was really 
a better colt than Don Jose, and he was prob- 
ably the bestin the country. Certainit is that 
Don Jose isa grand colt and belongs inthe 
same class with Spokane and Proctor Knott. 
He isa son of Joe Hooker, and a powerful 
horse, so that he ought to be _ thor- 
oughly at home on a heavy track, 
and the Chicago track is reported to be 
in that condition to-day. Considerable of St. 
Louis money has been wagered on the hand- 
seme California chestnut, and if he does not 
win he will be very close up at the finish. 
Winchell, whorode him here, will be in the 
saddie to-day, while Tom Kiley, who has 
piloted Spokane to victory twice before over 
Proctor Knott, will again have the mount on 
the Montana colt. 

California is represented by another crack 
who is entitled to rank with anything entered 
inthe race. This is Mr. McCarthy’s Sorrento. 
After being given a miserable start at San 
Francisco he ran the Czar to ahead inthe 
California Derby, when the latter lowered the 
Derby record to 2:36 early this season. Mr. 
McCarthy is said to have backed the colt to 
win $80,000 on this race. He had negotiated 
with Jimmy McLaughlin to ride him, but 
failed to secure the latter’s service, and now 
finas himself without ajockey. It is said that 
Duffy may be put up. On a dry track and 
with a good jockey up Sorrento ought to 
stand as good if nota better chance thun any 
horse in the race, as he carries three pounds 
less than most of his competitors and has 
wonderful speed. He is very small, however, 
and can hardly be expected to do himself 
justice on a heavy track, and particularly 
without the aid of an experienced and able 
jockey. 

Once Again is a horse whois selling very 
high inthe pools. He was second choice at 
Chicago last night. Isaac Murphy is to ride 
him, and as Murphy probably has no equal 
in this country in a race of a mile aud a half, 
this fact makes the colt much 
better thought of by betters. Then Once 
Again is reported to be in wonderiul 
condition and to be performing remarkably 
wellin practice. Thatheis a fine colt there 
can be no doubt, but he can hardly be classed 
with Spokane, Proctor Knott, Don Jose and 
Sorrento, and it is difficult to realize why he 
should sell no higher even when the fact that 
Murphy is up and the colt's own splendid 
condition are considered. 

Long Dance has been heavily backed by his 
owner to win and Barnes will ride him, but he 
is clearly out-classed and the same is true of 
all the other entries. The track condition of 
horses and everything considered, the race 
should be between Spokane and Don Jose, It 
will not be run until late this afternoon.

SOUTHEASTERN KANSAS, 


The Wheat and Fruit Crops of the Neosho 
Valley. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

OSAGE MISSION, Kan., June 22.— Kansas this 
summer has been more than blessed with its 
share ot rain. Our season has been cool and 
damp, making it very favorable to the wheat 
crop, an immense acreage of which is nox 
being harvested. The great Neosho Valley was 
a week ago almost one immense wheat field, 
the first bottom being about two miles wide 
and about two hundred and fifty miles long; the 
estimate of wheat has been that it would ay- 
erage at least thirty-five bushels per acre. 
Heavy rains fell all over this valley, begin- 
ning on the 15th, and the river raised contin- 
ually until Wednesday nignt, overflowing all 
the first bottom lands and almost totally 
destroying the crops, and it is stilt raining. 
Outside the river bottom the wheat is being 
harvested and will make a good yield.

Mary E. Schroeder secured a decree of dl- 
vorce from William H. F. Schroeder, 
who owned $27,000 worth of real estate. 
While the suig was pending Mr. Schroeder 
transferred all his property to Mary L. Bab- 
ditt, to whom he owed $12,000 borrowed long 
before Mrs. Schroeder thought of obtaining a 
divorce and gave Mrs. Babbitt a deed of trust 
on all the property. When Mrs. Schroeder 
secured a divorce and was granted ali- 
mony she could not collect it, as the 
property was tied up in this deed 
of trust and she thereupon brought suit 
against her former husband and his creditors. 
Judge Klein says: If it should be found asa 
fact thata husband defendant in a divorce 
suit had conveyed his property in fraud of 
his wife’s rights of alimony to one chargeable 
with knowledge of such fraudulent interest 
it is clear that the fraud would be uncovered 
in equity and the rights of the wife protected. 
But such is not the case. The filing 
of the suit did not operate as 
a lien on any part of her 


husbana’s real or personal property. She is 
not a creditor. he has no claim in the 
nature ofadebt in the matter of alimony. 
Her rights to future support and provision 
out of her husband’s estate must, in the na- 
ture of things, be subordinate to the rights of 
creditors, except in so far as the law protects 
the family against the claims of cred- 
itors. A moment's consideration will 
make this perfectly clear. A woman 
about to be divorced is certainly not 
to be more favored in the law than a widow. 
The widow takes her rights, aside from a few 
absolute provisions, such as a homestead, her 
household furniture and a year’s provisions, 
subject to the rights of her husband’s cred- 
itors, The law is always just before it is gen- 
erous, and it would be an intolerable injustice 
to undertake to make provisions for a di- 
vorced wife or a widow for the balance 
of her life at the expense of and 
to the detriment of the husband’s 
honest creditors. I¢ is elementary 
law that a creditor has the right to obtain 
security for his debt. 
isin such a case necessary. A deed of trust is 
not an absolute conveyance of the property 
covered thereby. A disproportion between 
the value of the security and the debt is im- 
material, because only the amount of the 
the debt can be enforced against the prop- 
erty. The plaintiff seeks here, not only to 
secure her lawful rights, but to deprive 
others of their lawful rights. Iu the pursuit 
of the first she must and has prevailed; in the 
2 to do the other she must suffer de- 
eat.’ 
END OF A WAR BETWEEN NEIGHBORS. 
Judge Klein aleo rendered a decision in 
the case of Franz Wieners against Conrad 
Deubel et al. It is an ugly war among 
neighbors. Wieners owns a lot on Crittenden 
street near Missouri avenue, and Deubel 
owns the lot adjoining. Ten years ago 
Deubel built 4 dwelling on his 
lot and five years after it 
was built Wieners discovered that Deubel had 
usurped three and three-fourths inches of his 
roperty and having no particular love for 
eubel, he brought suitagainsthim. He se- 
cured a writ and the Sheriff went out to serve 
it but returned without the propertv. He re- 
ported to the Court that to obtain possession 
of the three inches of ground he would 
have to tear down a wall, and in 
tearing down the wail he would tear down the 
whole house. Mr. Wiener said it made no 
difference what the result would be, he wanted 
his ground, and then sued the Sheriff for con- 
tempt. Mr. Deubel filed an answer, saying 
he did not know when he was building that he 
was encroaching on Wiener’s territory, but 
now that he had he was willing to pay the dam- 
ages. The property was worth only $lla foot 
or $15 a foot at the highest vaiuation and he 
stood ready to pay that price for the three or 
more inches. leners did not want the 
money, he wanted to see the house down, and 
asked the Court togive him a writ of assist- 
ance in obtaining possession of the ground. 
The Court reviewed the plea and the proposi- 
tion and then dismissed the demurrer to 
Deubel’s answer and also Wiener’s petition. 
Wiener is out a lawyer’s fees, costs of court 
andtne ground he sued for, all of which 
could have been prevented by a mutual un- 
derstanding: 
JUDGMENT FOR $21,000 AGAINST JAMES GREEN. 
The suit of Eugene C. Tittman, Publie Ad- 
ministrator, against James Green, bondsman 
for Joseph W. Branch, trustee for Mrs. 
Florence E. Crooks Garrison, was decided by 
Judge Klein to-day. Joseph N. Branch was a 
member ofthe iron flrmof Branch, Crooks 
& Co., and when Mr. Crooks died he made 
Mr. Branch, trustee of his estate. James 
Green became his security. Florence E. 
Crooks was Mr. Crooks’ daughter and Mr. 
Branch’s niece. Atthe time of her father’s 
death there was $20,767.11 due her in her 
father’s estate. She became of age in No- 
vember, 1880, and in December, 1883, Mr. 
Branch made a final fettlemet, and there was 
then found a balance of $20,772.36 due 
Miss Crooks. Miss Crooks married William 
E. Garrison, and in July she died. There was 
at that time still a balance of $20,239 in Mr. 
Branch’s hands. From the evidence it seems 
Mr. Branch used his ward’s money, charging 
himself 7 per cent per annum. At one 
time he was worth $160,000 or more, 
but failed, and when the demand 
was made for Mrs. Garrison’s 
money by E. C. Tittman the administrator, 
Mr. Branch could not pay it and suit was 
entered against bis surety, Mr. Green, who 
signed a penaity bond for $42,000. Judge 
Klein, in a very lengthy decision, in which he 
quotes from numerous authoritics,finds for E. 
(. Tittman against Branch and Green for 
$21, 200.36.

IN ABSOLUTE WANT, 


Condition of Unemployed Miners in the 
Braidwood Coal Fields, 


CHICAGO, Ill., June 22.—A morning paper 
publishes the results ofa tour of investiga- 
tion into the condition of the mining people 
in the coal mining towns of Braidwood and 
Streater, III. It says: The condition of 
Braidwood is one to call forth the commisera- 
tion and the immediate practical help of the 
people of the United States. The normal 


population of thetown is about 5 „ all di- 
rectly dependent upon the coal mining in- 
dustry tor their daily bread. At 
this time not one ounce of coal 
is being mined and the inhabitants are at the 
point of starvation. Men, women and chil- 
dren alike share inthe blight which has over- 
oast this section. The causes of the stagna- 
tion are two—the continued depression in the 
coal industry here and the culminating strike, 
or lockout, which has placed 1,500 bread-win- 
— beyond the possibility of utilizing their 
abor.’’ 

The reporter found that most of the single 
men and some of the married men had left 
the townin search of work. He discovered 
many families with six, eight or ten children, 
without a morsel of food in the house. 
Some who have gardens are living on 
potatoes and lettuce. Many have not 
tasted meat this year. Food supplies in 
small amounts have been sent them, but they 
are totally inadequate to the necessities of the 
case. The article says: ‘‘There is a pressing 
and immediate necessity for relief for these 
poor people. Notlessthan 3,000 women and 
children are in absolute want of food, and 
relief cannot be too quickly sent them,’’ 

At Streator about 2,500 miners have been idle 
for seven weeks, resisting a proposed reduc- 
tion of 10 cents per ton in the price of mining. 
To date about elght hundred applications for 
relief have been received. The relief com- 
mittee states that many families are living on 
bread and water, and that there are about 
three bundred applications for help that they 
have failed thus far to relieve on account of 


lack of funds.

MADE ITS FINAL REPORT. 


THE MAY GRAND-JURY DISCHARGED BY 
JUDGE THOMAS TO-DAY. 


No Indictments Against Gamblers Single- 
tov Cave and William Montague Re- 
turned, but the Bills Are Believed to Have 
Been Found—The Men Who Were Held 
to Answer Charges—Synopsis of the 
Jury’s Report. 


The adjourned session of the May Grand- 
jury concluded its work to-day, and returned 
a large number of indictments shortly before 
noon. In its report the jury announced that 
it had been in session for six consecutive 
days, during, which time a total of 
fifty-two cases had been examined. Of 
these true bills had been returned in forty 
cases; four had been ignored and eight had 
been continued on account ofthe absence of 
witnesses. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
in dietment against Singleton Cave and Wm. 
Montague for maintaining a gambling 
game was not returned and made 
public with the rest of the pa- 
pers, ft is generally understood 


at the Four Courts thet such an indictment 
had been rendered and was withheld only on 
account of the fact that the defendants had 
not given bond for appearance in the Crim- 
inal Court and were not under arrest on the 
charge for which they were indicted. 
That such a step was taken is 
however, almost assured. The report 
notes with satisfaction that the recommend- 
ations of previous Grand-juries concerning 
the welfare of ourcity institutions and re- 
vived in the partial report rendered on May 
20, have awakened a real interest in the matter 
to the extent that the citizens and 
city officials are at last aroused to 
the necessities of the occasion.’’ After 
complimenting the uniform courtesy and 
efficiency of the officers in charge during its 
sessions, and especially that of the Assistant 
Circuit Attorney, the jury asks for its dis- 
charge from further obligations.
